'Worth of Silk on Automobile 


Near Buffalo, N. Y.

Buffalo, .April ,15.—A dozen'bandits 
f u p a-New-- York 
Central 'fast 
freight trajn at Sanborne, nine miles 
east .of North Tonawanda early to- 
day; 
stripped-several cars of .'bolted 
silk, valued'at $50,000 and sped away 
in automobile, trucks 
upon which 
they loaded.their plunder. The ban- 
dits were armed with rifles and auto- 
matic pistols, .and fired several' shots 
at the.crew. No one was injured. 


A posse of'detectives,-mounted po- 
lice and 
patrolmen from 
this . city, 
Niagara .Falls, and North Tonawanda, 
were at.the scene shortly after the 
hold-up,, but up to a late hour '''this 
forerioon no arrest had been made, 
when last seen the . robbers were 
headed toward" this city. 


After forcing the '.engine crew to 
uncouple the locomotive and run It a 
short' distance down the tracks the 
«nglnemen and the three other mem- 
bers of the train crew were tied up 
against a- box car, and placed under 
guard of .a sin.gle bandld while 
the 
others looted the merchandise cars. 
Four 
five-ton 
automobile trucks 
werejn waiting and 
were quickly 
loaded with the booty. Engineer Goff 
of Syracuse -escaped the guard and 
running in a fusilade of shots reached 
his engine in safety. He made a rec- 
ord run into Suspension Bridge, -eight 
miles away and pave the alarm. Po- 
lice and armed citizens were hurried 
to the scene, but the robbers made 
good their escape. 


The robbery was the most daring 
of its kind that has ever occurred in 
this- section of the country, and the 
amunt of plunder far -exceeds in value 
the proceeds of any- other train rob- 
bery in th-e/ history of eastern rail- 
roading.

tion is left helpless and hopeless The 
progress of Jewish colonization has 
been set.back many years. 
"Djemal Pasha began, from the very 
day of arrival to nrosecute the Jew- 
ish colonists. 
One of the first acts 
of his administration was his arrival 
in the offices of the British Palestine 
Bank, where he demanded the immed- 
ate surrender of all ready monev. Hap- 
pily, all the funds of the institution 
had previously been sent away to a 
safe place, and, maddened by this 
thwarting of his plans, the Turkish 
commander ordered tne arrest of the 
bank a director, who, to save bis head 
had to become an Ottoman subject.
